Colors of Sapphires. 


Sapphires have of late years become 


fashionable gems. 
The blue of the 


sapphire is very seldom pure or spread 
over the whole substance of the stone. 
Sometimes it is mixed with black, which 
gives it an inky appearance, sometimes 
with red, which, although imperceptible 
by daylight, yet by artificial light gives 


an amethystine appearance. 
Two 


sapphires which by daylight may appear 
of the same hue often differ extremely 
in color at night. If the stone be held 
.n an ordinary pair of forceps an inch 
beneath the surface of very clear water, 
;he parts of the stone colored and un- 
colored will be distinctly apparent. This 
remark applies to all other gems.—Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer.

A. Banta has about fifteen acres of 


wheat on his ranch about two miles 
south of town which will yield over 40 
bushels to the acre.

It is the opinion of men who 
are capable of judging that winter 
wheat can be raised here without irri- 
gation. 


The daily average shipments of fruit 


over the Central Pacific for some weeks 
past has been between fifty and sixty 
carloads. 
The shipments for the 


season from Sacramento east aggregate 
1,550 carloads, an increase of 450 car- 
loads over the same period last year. 
Fruit growers are unable to sell to the 
home canneries this year and are send- 
ing as much as they can to eastern 
markets. 


Several parties who are interested in 


the mines at White Horse are talking 
of erecting a two-stamp mill on the 
river near Wadsworth for the purpose 
of making a practical test of the ore in 
that district 
They argue that this 


method would be cheaper and more 
satisfactory than shipping the ore in 
large quantities.

TELE FItKSIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


lie Say» Gold and Silver Aleut Part Com- 


pany, and Wants the Sherman Xaw 
Kcpealed. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—To the Congre»s 


of the United States:—The existence of 
the alarming and extraordinary busi- 
ness situation, involving the welfare 
and prosperity of all our people, has 
constrained me to call together in extra 
s>ession the people's representatives in! 
congress, to the end that through the 
vrise and patriotic exercise of a legisla- 
tive duty, with which they solely are 
charged, the present evils may be miti- 
gated and the dangers threatening the 
future may be averted. Our unfortun- 
ate financial plight is not the result of 
untoward events, nor of conditions re- 
lated to our natural resources; nor is it 
traceable to any of the afflictions which 
frequently check the national growth 
and prosperity. With plenteous crops, 
with abundant promise of a remunera- 
tive production and manufactures, with 
an unusual invitation to safe invest- 
ment, and with satisfactory assurance 
to business enterprise, suddenly a 
financial distrust and fear have sprung 
up on every side. Numerous moneyed 
institutions have suspended, because 
abundant assets are not immediately 
available to meet the demand of

FBTGHTESTED DEPOSITORS. 


Surviving corporationg and individ- 


uals are content to keep in hand the 
money. They are usually anxious to 
loan, and those engaged in legitimate 
business are surprised to find that the 
securities they offer for loans, though 
heretofore satisfactory, are no longer 
accepted. 
Values supposed to be 


fixed are fast becoming conjectural, 
and loss and failure have invaded every 
branch of business. I believe these 
things are principally 
CHARGEABLE TO CONGRESSIONAL LEGIS- 


LATION 


Touching the purchase and coinage of 
silver by the general government. 
This legislation is embodied in a stat- 
ute passed on the 14th day of July, 
1890, 
which was the culmination of 


much agitation on the subject involved, 
and which may be considered a truce 
after a long struggle between the advo- 
cates of free silver coinage and those 
who were more conservative. 


Undoubtedly by the monthly pur- 


chases by the government of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver forced under that stat- 
ute was regarded by those Interested in 
silver production as a certain guaran- 
tee of its increase in price. The result, 
however, has been entirely different; 
for immediately following a spasmodic 


slight rise, the price of silver began 


to fall after the passage of the act, and 
has since reached the lowest point 
ever known. 


This disappointing result has led to a 


renewed and persistent effort in the 
direction of free silver coinage. 


Meanwhile not only are the evil 


effects of the operation of the present 
law constantly accumulating, but the 
result to which its execution must 
inevitably lead is becoming palpable to 
all who give the least heed to financial 
subjects. 


CONCERNING TBEAS0BY NOTES. 


This law provides that ia payment 


for the 4,500,000 ounces of silver bul- 
lion, which the secretary of the treas- 
ury 
is 
commanded 
to purchase 


monthly, there shall be issued treasury 
notes, redeemable on demand in gold 
or silver coin, at the discretion of the 
secretary of the treasury, and that said 
notes may be reissued. 


It is, however, declared in the act to 


be "the established policy of the 
United States to maintain the two 
metals upon a parity with each other 
upon the present legal ratio, or such 
ratio as may be provided by law." 


This declaration so controls „ the 


action of the secretary of the treasury 
as to prevent his exercising the discre- 
tion nominally vested in him, if by 
such action the parity between gold 
and silver may be disturbed. Mani- 
festly the refusal by the secretary to 
pay these treasury notes in gold, if 
demanded, would necessarily result in 
their discredit and depreciation, as 
obligations payable only in silver would 
destroy the parity between the two 
metals by establishing a discrimination 
in favor of gold. 


Up to the 15th day of July, 1893, these 


notes had been issued in payment of 
silver bullion purchased to the amount 
of more than $147,000,000, while all but 
a very small quantity of this bullion 
remains uncoined and without useful- 
ness in the treasury. Many of the 
notes given in its purchase have been 
paid in gold. This is illustrated by 
the statement that between the 1st day 
of May, 1892, and the 15th day of July, 
1893, notes of this kind issued in pay- 
ment for silver bullion amounted to a 
little more than $54.000,000, and that 
daring the same period about $49,000,- 
000 were paid by the treasury in go d 
for the redemption of such notes so 
issued. 


THE INVASION OF THE GOLD EESEBVE. 
The policy necessarily adopted of 


paying these notes in gold has not 
spared a gold reserve of $100,000,000, 
long ago set aside by the government 
for the redemption of other notes, for 
this fund has already been subject to 
the payment 
of new 
obligations 


amounting to about $150,000,000 on 
account of silver purchases, and has as 
a consequence for the first time since 
its creation been encroached upon. 


We have thus made the depletion of 


oar gold easy and have tempted other 
and more appreciative nations to add 
it to their stock. That the opportunity 
we have offered has not been neglected 
is shown by the large amounts of gold 
•which have been recently drawn from 
our treasury and exported to increase 
the financial strength of foreign na- 
tions. 


1 Theesowreof«p0rt»of gold <J*w to 


imports for the year ending June 30, 
1893, amounted to more than $87,500,000. 
Between the 1st day of July, 1890, and 
and the 15th day of July, 1893, the gold 
coin and bullion in our treasury de- 
creased more than $132,000,000, while 
daring the same period silver com and 
bullion in the treasury increased more 
than $147,000,000. Unless government 
bonds are to be constantly issued and 
sold to replenish our exhausted gold, 
only again to be exhausted, it is ap- 
parent that the operation of the silver 
purchase law now in force leads in the 
direction of the entire substitution of 
silver for gold in the government treas- 
ury, and that this mast be followed by 
a payment of all government obliga- 
tions in depreciated silver. 
GOLD AND SILVER MUST PART COMPANY. 


At this stage gold and silver must 


part company, and the government 
must fail in its established policy to 
maintain the two metals on a parity 
with each other. 


Given over to the exclusive use of a 


currency greatly depreciated according 
to the standard of the commercial 
world, we could no longer claim a place 
among the nations of the first-class, 
nor could our government claim the 
performance of its obligations, so far 
as such obligation has been imposed 
upon it, to provide for the use of the 
people the best and safest money. 


If, as many of the friends claim, sil- 


ver ought to occupy the largest place 
in our currency and the currency of 
the world, through general interna- 
tional co-operation and agreement, it is 
obvious that the United States will not 
be in a position to gain a hearing in 
favor of such an arrangement so long 
as we are able to continue our attempt 
to accomplish the result single handed. 


The knowledge in business circles 


among onr own people that our gov- 
ernment cannot make its faith equiv- 
alent to the intrinsic value, nor keep 
inferior 
money on a 
parity with 


superior money by its own independent 
efforts, has resulted in such a lack of 
confidence at home hi the stability of 
currency values that capital refuses its 
aid to new enterprises, while millions 
are actually withdrawn from 
the 


channels of trade and commerce to be- 
come idle and unproductive in the 
hands of timid owners. 


Foreign investors are equally alert, 


not only to decline to purchase Ameri- 
can securities, but make haste to 
sacrifice those which they already have. 


It does not meet the situation to say 


that apprehension in regard to the 
future of our finances are groundless, 
and that there is no reason for the lack 
of confidence in purpose or power of 
the government in promises. The very 
existence of this apprehension and 
lack of confidence, however, has caused 
is as a menace which ought not for a 
moment to be disregarded. 


Possibly if the undertaking we have 


hi hand were the maintenance of a 
specific and known quantity of silver 
at a parity with gold, our ability to do 
so might be estimated and gauged; and, 
perhaps, in view of our unparalleled 
growth and resources it might be favor- 
ably passed upon. 


But when our avowed endeavor is to 


maintain such a parity in regard to the 
amount of silver, increasing at the 
ratio of $50,000,000 yearly, with no fixed 
termination to such increase, it can 
hardly be said that a problem is pre- 
sented, the whole solution is free from 
doubt. 
The people of the United 


States are entitled to 


A SOUND AND STABLE OUBBENOY., 


And to the money recognized as such 
on every exchange and in every market 
of the world, then- government has no 
right to injure them by financial ex- 
periments opposed to the policy and 
practice of other civilized states; nor is 
it justified in permittingan exaggerated 
and unreasonable alliance on our na- 
tional strength and ability to jeopardize 
the soundness of the people's money. 


This matter rises above the plane of 


party politics. 
It vitally concerns 


every business and calling and enters 
every household in the land. 


There is one important aspect of the 


subject which especially should never 
be overlooked at a time like the pres- 
ent, when the evils of unsound finance 
threaten us. A speculator may antici- 
pate the harvest gathered from the 
misfortune of others. 
A capitalist 


may protect himself by hoarding or 
may even find a profit in the fluctua- 
tion of values; but the wage-earner is 
the first to be injured by a depreciated 
currency and the last to receive the 
benefit of its correction and is practi- 
cally defenseless. He relies for work 


upon the ventures of confident and 
contented capital. This failing him, 
his condition is without alleviation, for 
he can neither prey on the misfor- 
tunes of others nor hoard his labor. 


One of the greatest statesmen the 


country has known, speaking more 
than fifty years ago, when the derange- 
ment of the currency had caused com- 
mercial distress, said: "The very man 
of all others who has the deepest inter- 
estrin a sound currency and who suff- 
ers by mischevious legislation in mon- 
etary matters is the man wh earns his 
daily bread by his daily toil" 


These words are as pertinent now as 


on the day they were uttered, and 
ought to impressively remind us that 
failure in the discharge of our duty at 
this time must especially injure those 
of our countrymen who labor, and 
who, because of their number and con- 
dition, are entitled to the most watch- 
ful care of then? government. 


IMMEDIATE BELIEF NECESSARY. 


It is of the utmost importance that 


such relief as congress can afford in 
the existing situation be afforded at 
once. The maxim that " he has given 
twice who gives quickly" is directly 
applicable. It may be true that the 
embarassments from which the busi- 
ness of the country is suffering arise 
as much from evils apprehended as 
from those actually existing. We may 
hope, too, that calmness will prevail 
and that neither capitalists nor wage- 
earners will give way to unreasoning 
panic and sacrifice their property or 
their interests under the influence of 
exaggerated fears. 


Nevertheless every day's delay in re- 


moving one of the plain and principal 
causes of the present state of things 
enlarges the mischief alreatf y done and 
increases the responsibility of the gov- 
ernment for its existence. 


Whatever else the people have a 


right to expect from congress, and they 
may certainly demand that legislation, 
condemned by the ordeal of three 
years' disastrous experience, shall be 
removed from the statute books as 
soon as their representatives can legit- 
imately deal with it.

KULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock slmrp v. M. 
Dial clock indicates tho time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will bo precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having- 
care of tho animal, that do not HO ml the horse 
out promptly ut post s.ignul will bo fined. 


Nominations to all '.takes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
•September, 1893. 


Entries for the running i>nrt.es must be 
made two days preceding the race, before 6 
o'clock p, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at 0 1'. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After u horse has run once ut the meeting, 
the name of tho horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where- other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all homes 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing tbe jockey out. 


Where there if) more than one entry by one 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 6 
p. H. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar* the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserve* the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of th« 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves tbe right to trot beats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starter* appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows 
00% to the first and W/a to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* tbe decision of the 
Board of Director* on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rule* to 
govern trotting race*. Pacific Coast Blood 
Jorae Association rule* to govern all running 
race* where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
